them farewell, thereby symbolizing 
the confidence they have 
in his 
ability to bring his crews or tw'o 
score men safely back from the 
Arctic, where in the Polar sea the 
explorer hopes to find an unknown 
and uncharted land. 
Lieutenant 
Commander 
MacMil­ 
lan’s two ships sailed away amidst 
the greatest demonstration he has 
ever received on any of his eight 
previous trips into the far north. 
Thousands of 
persons 
lined the 
the roadw'ays along the Sheepskot 
river and jammed the pier from 
which the Bowdoin and Peary sail­ 
ed. 
Thousands more waved fare­ 
well from the hillsides. 
School 
children 
crow'ded 
the 
w'liarf and unloosed a shower of 
multi-colored toy balloons as 
the 
Fifth Infantry 
band 
of Portland 
played the national antliem. 
Com­ 
mander MacMillan stepped aboard 
the Bowdoin, took the wheel, the 
lines W'ere cast off and the craft 
slipped out among a hundred or 
more flag bedecked small boats that 
W’ere on hand to accompany him 
to the mouth of the river. 
The band w'cnt aboard their boat 
and as Commander I^.IacMillan circl­ 
ed his craft about the wharf for 
a final w’ave of farew’ell, the strains 
of “Auld Lang Syne” floated across 
the calm w'ater of the river. 
The departure was immediately 
preceded by a celebration in Lieu­ 
tenant 
Commander 
MacMillan’s 
honor on the Village Green, where 
he heard prominent men of the na­ 
tion and state wish him well and 
express their confidence in his suc­ 
cess. 
Many old friends of Commander 
MacMillan were on hand to bid him 
goodbye. 
Among them w'as Mrs. 
Robert E. Peary, widow' of the late 
Rear Admiral Peary, discoverer of

MacMillan made his first trip to the 
Pearv’s daughter, who was born be­ 
yond* the 
arctic 
circle, 
and her 
brother, Robert E. Peary. Jr., and 
Major General A. W. Greely, the 
first American 
ex pk rer 
of note, 
who 41 years ago, reached the far­ 
thest northern point that any ex­ 
plorer had reached at that time. 
The Peary slipped away from the 
pier a short time before the Bowdoin 
sailed, but she lay in the middle of 
the stream w'aiting for the command­ 
er’s ship to lead the way, behind an 
escort of tw'o navy eagle boats.

Commander Richard E, Byrd, 
commanding the naval airplane con­

20.—W alter 
Krauser, charged w'ith the murder 
of a policeman, today stabbed and 
possibly fatally wounded 
Bernard 
Grant, under sentence of death for 
the same murder, while the two 
W'ere receiving visitors in the coun­ 
ty jail. 
Krauser in a statement to W ar­ 
den Wesley Westbrook said that 
Grant had threatened to kill him. 
The 
stabbing 
w’as 
done 
w'ith 
a 
pocket knife which 
Krauser said 
he had found. 
Warden Westbrook, 
how’ever, said he believed the knife 
had been smuggled into the pris­ 
oner, and started an investigation. 
Grant 
w'as 
stabbed 
five 
times, 
one wound puncturing a Iimg and 
another in the neck nearly severing 
the jugular vein. 
Several relatives of the men w’ho 
witnessed the attack, pow’erless to 
interfere, collapsed, 
and the jail, 
housing several hundred prisoners, 
was thrown into confusion. 
Both Krauser 
and 
Grant wrere 
convicted of the murder of police­ 
man Ralph Spaders w’hile trying to 
hold up a tea store two years ago. 
Both W’ere condemned to die on the 
gallows but the case was carried to 
the 
supreme 
court 
which 
upheld 
the decision of the low’er court as 
to Grant, but granted Krauser a 
new” trial on his representation that 
Grant fired the shot which killed 
the policeman. 
No date has yet 
been set for the retrial of Krauser. 
Grant has succeeded in obtaining 
four or five reprieves, tw'ice almost 
on the eve of the date fixed for his 
execution. 
He is now under sentence to be 
hanged August 14. 
Grant’s hair has turned white and 
he has become partly bald since his 
conviction. 
He w”as hardly past the 
age of 19 w'hen sentenced. 
The ill feeling betw'een Grant and 
Krauser, jail guards said, had Its 
inception after the supreme court 
decision granting Krauser a new- 
trial but upholding Grant’s convic­ 
tion. 
An operatb)ii was performed to- 
nigt in an effort to save Grant’s 
life but at its conclusion doctors 
said that they had no hope what­ 
ever for his recovery.

When details of the shooting be­ 
came known J. F- Poe, state agent, 
was arrested and held without ba il, 
on a charge of murder in connection j 
I w i t h the tragedy.

released under $5,000 bail.

June 21.—The New 
York World publishes this morning 
a copyrighted statem ent by Presi­ 
dent Calles of Mexico bearing on 
the recent statem ent of Secretary of 
State Kellogg with regard to rela­ 
tions between the United States and 
Mexico. 
President Calles first makes ref­ 
erence to the special conditions of 
Mexico—“the state of misery, eco­ 
nomic and moral, of millions 
of 
Mexicans through 
the 
systematic 
oblivion to which they were con­ 
demned during centuries by injus­ 
tice and lack of social solidarity” 
and lays stress on the necessity of 
obtaining 
“the 
cultural 
elevation 
and 
economic redemption 
of 
the 
great masses.” 
“Without their moral and econom­ 
ic redemption,” he continues, “no 
organic 
peace can 
ever exist in 
Mexico.” 
“A design of such high finality,” 
he declares, “ought not to be han­ 
dicapped 
with 
actual 
egotistical 
points of views arising from small 
incidents unavoidable in every com­ 
plex action of 
governmental 
and 
social nature in which there is in­ 
tervention of many wills and dif­ 
ferent legal authorities. 
Such inci­ 
dent should not be permitted 
to 
serve as a motive to handicap the 
development of a patriotic and hu­ 
manitarian 
program 
especially 
as 
the government over which I pre­ 
side has been and is disposed to 
settle 
such 
incidents 
within 
the 
limits of equity, justice and law.” 
The president then goes on to 
express the hope that “the present 
incident shall not in any form modi­ 
fy the diplomatic relations between 
the two countries and still less the 
affectinate 
feelings 
existing 
be­ 
tween the two peoples.”

PRICE REGULATION of RUBBER and COFFEE 


By GEORGE E. ROBERTS 
Fro m the Mo nthly Ba nk Letter fo r June Issued by The Na tio na l City Ba nk o f New Yo rk 


The hand-to-mou th policy of pu r­ 
chasing su pplies which has b een in 
vogu e in ail lines of late has ru n in­ 
to a situ ation in ru b b er which in­ 
dicates that there is su ch a thing as 
carrying it too far. As a ru le man­ 
u factu rers 
are 
the 
complainants 
against the policy, 
argu ing that 
dealers and consu mers pu t u ndu e 
b u rdens u pon them, b u t in this case 
the manu factu rers u sing cru de ru b ­ 
b er are cau ght with light su pplies 
when stocks are low everywhere, 
with the resu lt that they are facing 
the necessity of paying mu ch high­ 
er prices than have ru led in the last 
five years. 
Within the last two or 
three months the price of cru de 
ru b b er has risen from arou nd 35 
cents per pou nd to 70 cents for spot 
sales, and ab ou t 60 cents for Fall 
deliveries. 
The price was as low 
as 17 cents in 19 24, and tou ched the 
lowest point, ab ou t 14 cents, in 19 22, 
at which time what is known as 
the Stevenson plan for the restric­ 
tion of exports from the British 
colonies in Asia w'as pu t into oper- 
a tio n. 
The recent rise has cau sed the 
pu b lication 
of 
sensational 
state­ 
ments to the effect that the in­ 
creased cost of ru b b er to the United 
States w'ou ld pay the entire British 
government deb t to this cou ntry, 
b ased u pon the fact that ou r ru b ­ 
b er importations in 19 24 cost ab ou t 
$185.000,000, and an estimate that 
*the 19 25 importations wou ld cost 
$400,000,000. This calcu lation reads 
very mu ch like calcu lations made m 
! England a icw months ago showing 
the extent to w'hich that cou ntry 
. was b eing mu lcted b y the manipu - 
'lations of wheat prices in the Un­ 
ited States. 
If w'hcat and cotton 
on ot^ side and ru b b er on the other 
side wou ld all stay u p arou nd the 
. highest prices of the past year, the 
i net resu lt in the trade of the two 
nations wou ld b e ab ou t a standoff, 
, b u t in fact su ch prices are not 
likely to ru le very long, 
i 
Inasmu ch as the Stevenson plan 


p r o b a b l y has b een a factor in the 
rise of ru b b er since it tou ched 14 
cents in 19 22, it is interesting to 
know something of the plan, not on­ 
ly b ecau se we w'ou ld like to u nder­ 
stand why we pay more for ru b b er, 
b u t b ecau se in the opinion of some 
people we are very mu ch in need 
of a good plan of price-fixing to 
regu late the prices of ou r own 
produ cts. 


Plantation Ru b b er 


Before the development of planta­ 
tion produ ction in Asia, which did 
rot reach a considerab le scale u ntil 
after 19 00. the su pply of cru de ru b ­ 
b er came from wild trees, and main­ 
ly from Brazil. 
The expansion of 
the au tomob ile indu stry created a 
grc.it new demand which at first 
raised the price and thereb y stim­ 
u lated the plantation development. 
The world ru b b er crop in 19 05 was 
61 000 tons, from which it advanced 
to' 124.000 in 19 14. 39 0,000 tons in 
19 19 and ab ou t 420.000 tons in 19 24. 
The increase is all plantation prod­ 
u ct. The approximate annu al prices 


oer pou nd of spot ru b b er at New 
York, from 19 12 to 19 24, according 
to ‘‘The Ru b b er Age,” was as fol­

The Stevenson plan was devised 
in London b y a committee repre­ 
senting the British ru b b er produ c­ 
ers, and approved b y the Hon. W in- 
ston Chu rchill, now Chancellor ot 
the Eu cchcqu cr b u t then Secretary 
for the Colonies, and provided that 
the legislative 'b odies of Ceylon, the 
Malay States 
the Straits Set­ 
tlements shou ld pass legislation pro­ 
viding for gradu ated tax levies u pon 
exports of cru de ru b b er, incrcasmg 
as exports increased and prices de­ 
clined and diminishing as prices 
rose. 
The Stev enso n Pla n 


The scheme fixed a certain “stan­ 
dard” produ ction for each company, 
which was in fact the actu al pro­ 
du ction of the year ended Octob er 
31, 19 20, corrected to allow for 
trees plajitcd b u t not yet produ cii^, 
as they come into produ ction. 
Oi 
this standard produ ction, 60 per 
cent might b e exported at what was 
called the minimu m rate of du ty, 
1 pence, which w'as to b e in lieu of 
all export du ties then existing. Ex­ 
ports ab ove 60 per cent of the stan­ 
dard, u p to 65 per cent, were to b ear 
a su rtax of 4 pence per pou nd, those 
in excess of 65 per cent u p to 70 
per cent a tax of 5 pence a pou nd, 
and so each increase of 5 per cent 
in qu antity cau sed an increased of 
1 pence per pou nd in the tax, u ntil 
an excess of 100*per cent in the 
standard rate of export wou ld make 
the tax one shilling per pou nd on 
the entire amou nt exported. These 
taxes were intended to b e prohib i­ 
tive and to check produ ction*so long 
as prices were at u nremu nerative 
levels, and to yield some revenu e as 
prices advanced. 
This gradu ated scale, however, is 
not all there is of the plan. 
There 
is an ingeniou s modifying provi­ 
sion for raising or lowering the per­ 
centage of standard which may b e 
exported u nder the minimu m du ty, 
as the price of ru b b er rises or falls, 
in London. When the average price 
of ru b b er in London had b een main­ 
tained at not less than Is. 3d. (30 
cents) 
du ring 
three 
consecu tive 
months the percentage wou ld b e 
raised au tomatically b y 5 for the 
next ensu ing qu arter, and in the 
event of the average price b eing 
maintained, at an average not less 
than Is. 6d. (36 cents) du ring three 
months the percentage wou ld go u p 
b y 10, etc., an additional 5 per cent 
b eing released at the minimu m rate 
for every increase of 3d. (6 cents) 
in the price. 
Fu rthermore, the plan provides 
that, if du ring any period of three 
months the price shou ld drop b e­ 
low 1 shilling (24 cents) the per­ 
centage 
of 
standard 
produ ction 


which might b e exported at the 
minimu m du ty wou ld fall to 55, and 
if that redu ction was not effective 
in raising the average price over 
the next three months to Is. 3d. 
(30 cents) then the percentage su b ­ 
ject to release at the minimu m du ty 
wou ld drop to 50. 
The defenders o f the Stev enso n 
plan say that the present ju mp of 
prices has resu lted from the failu re 
of manu factu rers to make pu rchases 
last year in qu antities which wou ld 
have maintained prices. 
The aver­ 
age price in London in May, Ju ne, 
and Ju ly, 19 24, b eing less than 1 
shilling, the percentage which cou ld 
b e exported at the minimu m rate 
dropped to 55, and when the price 
in Au gu st, Septemb er and Octob er 
averaged b elow one shilling three 
pence (30 cents) the percentage 
which cou ld b e exported at the min­ 
imu m rate dropped to 50, and ex­ 
portations and produ ction fell o ff. 
These redu ctions had the effect o f 
materially redu cing the availab le 
su pply du ring the past year, b u t 
the rising prices are now cau sing 
the release of larger qu antities. At 
this time 65 per cent is released at 
the minimu m rate. 


Co nsumptio n Ov erta kes Supply 


At the time the plan went into 
effect accu mu lated stocks of ru b b er 
amou nted to ab ou t 150,(X)0 tons, and 
these have gradu ally diminished u n­ 
til a rapid increase of consu mption 
in recent weeks, said to have b een 
du e in part to the popu larity of b al­ 
loon tires, has almost cleaned u p 
the su pply. Stocks in London Jan­ 
u ary 1, 19 24, were 60,000 tons, Jan­ 
u ary 1, 19 25, 29 ,000 tons, a week 
ago 6,600 tons, 
Stocks in this 
cou ntry at the end of last jrcar were 
50.000 tons and importations in the 
first qu arter of 19 25 were 114,561 
tons, b u t apparently manu factu rers 
have b een alarmed b y the rapid 
decline of London stocks and com­ 
petition has developed for the su p­ 
plies in sight. 
The Ru b b er Age says that early 
estimates of consu mption in the 
United States for 19 25 were placed 
at 110 per cent of the 19 24 con­ 
su mption which amou nted to ab ou t 
370.000 tons. 
It is now generally 
b elieved that tliis figu re will b e ex­ 
ceeded. 
The consu mption of the 
rest of the w'orld for 19 24 w^as ab ou t 
140.000 tons and this year, with the 
renewed b u siness activity on the 
Continent, it is expected that this 
figu re will b e exceeded b y at least 
20.000 tons, so that world demand 
for 19 25 may approach 530,000 tons. 


Oppo sitio a to Rea trictio a 


No little opposition to the Steven­ 
son plan exists in Great Britain, 
and even among the British prcK 
du cers opinion docs not su pport it 
u nanimou sly. 
The Du tch produ c­ 
ers were invited to take correspond­ 
ing action and declined to do so, 
and produ ction ou tside the British 
icolonies has b een steadily increased, 
cau sing some of the British pro- 
i du ccrs to complain that they were 


holding an u mb rella for everyb ody 
at their own expense. The London 
Times has steadily maintained that 
the plan is u neconomic and impoli­ 
tic, pointing ou t that notwithstand­ 
ing the cu rtailment of British pro­ 
du ction the aggregate produ ction of 
ru b b er instead of diminishing has 
b een increasing. 
The higher prices 
which have prevailed have b een du e 
to increasing consu mption, and ac­ 
cording to the Times the British 
produ cers b y their self-denial have 
simply encou raged more produ ction 
elsewhere. 
The friends of the plan reply that 
b u t for its influ ence produ ction b y 
the British companies wou ld have 
b een at least 200,000 tons larger, 
and that this wou ld have maintained 
the excessive stocks which were a 
load on the market, b u t this does 
not answer the argu ment that the 
plan ha^ simply cau sed a shift of 
produ ction from British territory 
elsewhere. 
The fact is that world 
produ ction has not declined, and 
there is no way of proving either 
side of the contention as to what it 
wou ld have b een withou t the Stev­ 
enson plan. 
Natu rally the United States takes 
a lively interest in the workings of 
the plan, as this cou ntry consu mes 
ab ou t 70 per cent of the ru b b er pro­ 
du ced. 
It is safe to say that the 
large companies to whom ru b b er is 
a raw materail wou ld not long 
acqu iesce in an arb itrary restric­ 
tion which they thou ght was en­ 
hancing prices u ndu ly. 
There are 
other cou ntries in which ru b b er can 
b e produ ced, notab ly Brazil, and 
high prices will su pply the needed 
incentive. 


British Co mments 


The view of most British com­ 
panies is expressed in the follow­ 
ing extract from the address of Mr. 
E. L. Hamilton, Chairman of the 
Straits Ru b b er Company, at the an­ 
nu al stockholders’ meeting in Lon­ 
don last month: 


Ju st b efore restriction came in­ 
to force the price of ru b b er w'as 
b elow the average cost of pro­ 
du ction. 
Today we can sell ou r export­ 
ab le allowances for m py months 
ahead at a price which permits 
of a reasonab le profit on the cap­ 
ital su nk in ou r estates, and in 
my mind 
there is no dou b t 
whatever 
that 
restriction 
has 
saved the indu stry, if not from 
ab solu te ru in, at least from a 
lengthy 
period 
of 
depression 
which wou ld have exhau sted ou r 
financial resou rces and made it 
impossib le to have kept ou r prop­ 
erties in the high state of cu ltiva­ 
tion they are in to-day. 
It can I think also b e claimed 
that the scheme has b een ad­ 
vantageou s to the manu factu rers. 
It is clearly u nderstood b y them, 
and throu gh its au tomatic work­ 
ing they alone have it in their 
power to control the qu antities 
of ru b b er released for shipment 
Wc shall welcome the day 


when restriction will no longer 
b e necessary, b u t while it lasts 
it wou ld in my opinion b e fatal to 
tamper with the scheme u nder 
which it operates. 
The prospects for the cu rrent 
year are qu ite encou raging. The 
su rplu s stocks which have b een 
hanging over the market for the 
past 
three 
years 
have 
b een 
"W'orked oft' and there is no dou b t 
the world is now consu ming a 
good deal more ru b b er than is 
b eing produ ced. 
It is to b e 
hoped therefore that at the end 
of each qu arter of the cu rrent 
year we shall see fu rther releases 
of the exportab le qu antity. 
At 
present the allowance is 55 per 
cent and to-morrow it will, u n­ 
der the terms of the restriction 
scheme, b e increased to 65 per 
cent. 
If an average price of Is. 
6d. per Ib . for ru b b er is main­ 
tained throu ghou t the cu rrent 
year the exportab le allowance for 
the remaining fwo qu arters whll 
b e increased b y 10 per cent., 
W’hich will give u s b y Novemb er 
1 an allow'ance of 85 per cent., 
or an average of 67 per cent 
over the w’hole year. 


Another important man in the 
indu stry, Mr. Eric Miller, Chair­ 
man of the Ru b b er Growers’ As­ 
sociation, is qu oted as follows: 


The prob lem of adju sting su p­ 
ply to demand so as to give the 
produ cer a reasonab le retu rn on 
the capital he adventu res and in 
order to give the confidence nec­ 
essary to provide for increased 
produ ction in the fu tu re is not 
pecu liar to the plantation ru b b er 
indu stry, b u t it is more difficu lt 
in the case of a perennial agri­ 
cu ltu ral indu stry than in the case 
of crops which are the resu lt of 
one season’s planting and har­ 
vesting. 
The restriction scheme 
represents an honest attempt to 
grapple with the prob lem, and 
in my ju dgment no criticism of 
it carries the slightest weight u n­ 
less the prob ab le fu tu re is visu al­ 
ized as well as the past and the 
present 
I consider releases u nder the 
scheme shou ld b e forthcoming at 
the rate of 10 per cent additional 
not only on May 1, b u t again on 
Au gu st 1 and Novemb er 1, which 
w'ou ld b ring u s u p to an 85 per 
cent, b asis. 
That rate will pro­ 
vide su fficient ru b b er du ring 19 26 
to cover increased requ ircmcu ts, 
and allow’ a small margin for 
replenishing stocks to some ex­ 
tent 
People w'ho agitate for 
greater releases immediately ov­ 
erlook the fact that the b u lk of 
the tires to b e sold this su mmer 
have already b een manu factu red 
and that there is generally an 
easing off in Ju ly, Au gu st, and 
Septemb er. 
When greater man­ 
u factu ring activity is resu med to­ 
wards the end of the year export 
releases will b e on a su b stantial­ 
ly higher b asis, and it is well 
known that most produ cers axe 


carrying a certain amou nt of 
ru b b er in excess of the present 
low' export figu re, so that the in­ 
creased releases can b e shipped 
promptly. 


Mr. Miller denies that the Steven­ 
son plan is responsib le for the check 
to tree-planting, which is said to 
threaten a more seriou s shortage 
of ru b b er in the cou rse of the next 
five years. 
Pie holds that the real 
cau se of less planting has b een the 
low prices, and that so far as the 
Stevenson plan tends to assu re re­ 
mu nerative prices its infiu cnc.e is 
for the maintenance of adequ ate 
su pplies. 
Considering the scheme as a price- 
fixing plan it shou ld b e nol'ed that 
there is no pu rchase or gu aranty b y 
the government. 
Su ccess depends 
u pon control over exports b y means 
of the export tax and u pon control 
over w'orid markets w'hich certainly 
cannot b e maintained permanently. 
The plan is not applicab le to any 
of the crops of the United States, 
as an export ta.x in the United 
States u pon any of ou r produ cts is 
expressly forb idden b y the Consti­ 
tu tion. 


Bra zilia n Co ffee Restrictio n 


The general policy of the Steven­ 
son plan is mu ch like that adopted 
b y the government of Sao Pau lo, 
the Brazilian State, for controlling 
the price of coffee. 
The State 
strictly limits the amou nt of coffee 
W'hich may b e b rou ght to Santos, 
the export market, from time to 
time. 
The similarity b etw’een the 
two schemes was referred to b y Mr. 
Edward Greene, managing director 
of the Brazilian W^arrant Company, 
the British company which has su p­ 
plied capital for the valorization 
enterprise and which is otherwise 
interested in the coffee situ ation. At 
the annu al meeting of the stock­ 
holders of this Company, in Lon­ 
don, a few weeks ago, Mr. Greene 
said, of the coffee situ ation: 
Perhaps it wou ld interest you 
to hear a few w'ords ab ou t coffee 
and the position of the article. 
The year 19 24 will remain mem­ 
orab le for tw’o reasons—first, for 
the very seriou s drou ght in Sao 
Pau lo, which occu red when the 
coffee trees shou ld have b een 
flowering, ajid, secondly, for the 
very 
great 
advance 
in price 
W'hich took place as a conse­ 
qu ence of redu ced su pplies and 
the fear that the drou ght wou ld 
still fu rther cu rtail them in the 
fu tu re. 
In Septemb er, Octob er, 
and part of Novemb er last year 
all reports confirmed that the 
drou ght was preju dicing pros­ 
pects for the new crop, and this 
possib ility, in conju nction with 
the policy of the Sao Pau lo Gov­ 
ernment 
in 
retaining 
su rplu s 
stocks in 
the interior of the 
cou ntry, created a very strong 
b u ll sentiment all along the line. 
Prices 
reached 
their 
highest 
point in Novemb er last, since 
when there has b een a setb ack 
amou nting lo ab ou t 30s. pej cwt., 


and the market continu es heavy, 
owing to the accu mu lation of 
stocks in Brazil, du e in part to 
the retention policy of the Sao 
Pau lo GovernmenL 
This policy is somewhat ana­ 
logou s in its working to the 
Stevenson scheme for cu rtailing 
ru b b er produ ction. It is not my 
b u sines to talk to you ab ou t ru b ­ 
b er, b u t I cannot help follow­ 
ing with great interest the work­ 
ing of the Stevenson scheme, for 
there are some points of sim­ 
ilarity b etween that scheme and 
the retention of policy of the 
Sao Pau lo Government for the 
“Defence of Coffee.”^ The ob - 
ject of b oth schemes in their in­ 
ception was to ob tain a fair price 
for the produ cer, and it happens 
that America is the largest con­ 
su mer of b oth commodities; and 
the American cou nter-move to 
b oth schemes has b een the same 
—i. e., consu mers have adopted 
a hand-to-mou th policy in b u y­ 
ing. 
Under the shelter of the 
two schemes the price of coffee 
and ru b b er advanced; b u t b ehind 
these ingeniou s comb inations to 
enhance valu es there stands the 
spectre of ever-increasing pro­ 
du ction 
from 
those 
cou ntries 
where restrictive measu res are 
not in operation and where the 
produ ction is fomented b y the 
remu nerative 
prices 
artificially 
created. It is said that the Du lch 
produ ction of ru b b er has in­ 
creased 
u nder 
the 
Stevcnsoa 
scheme, which is only operativa 
in British territories, and cer­ 
tainly, in the case of coffee, pro­ 
du ction in Colomb ia and other 
cou ntries, owing to the higher 
prices, has received an impu lse 
that may b ecome a menace to 
Sao Pau lo. 
Du ring my visit to the United 
States I fou nd that hostile pro­ 
paganda had created a feeling of 
resentment againsti Brazil coffee 
in the minds of American con­ 
su mers, who are Brazil’s b est 
cu stomers, and who complained 
of the high prices to which cof­ 
fee had b een forced at the end 
of last year. It is not to the ad­ 
vantage of the article that this 
feeling shou ld exist, and as prices 
have lately declined I hope that 
the Americans will soon get over 
their resentment, and consu mers 
in the United States shou ld make 
allowance for the enormou sly in­ 
creased costs of produ ction in 
Brazil. 
I have no fear that the 
consu mption of coffee has b een 
seriou sly camagcd in the United 
States, for my experience in that 
cou ntry w'as that coffee is the 
only b everage left from which a 
little comfort may b e ob tained. 
Taking all things into considera­ 
tion, it seems to me that the Sao 
Pau lo Government arc well ad­ 
vised in their present po licy , 
which is, 
if I u nderstand it 
aright, to try to stab ilize prices 
at a level which is remunera tiv e 
to growers.

WHERE THE FOOD DOLLAR GOES. 


From the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 
The office of the Port of New York, co­ 
operating with the bureau of agricultural 
economics, has disclosed some astonishing 
figures on the cost of food. 
It takes as 
typical the items 'which enter into the 
price of a box of apples grown in Oregon 
and put on the retail market in New York 
City. 
The price of the apples to the consum­ 
er is $5.09. For the box ready for ship­ 
ment the Oregon grower gets $1.19. 
The 
shipping organization takes 26 cents; the 
railroad, laying down the freight at the 
New York terminal in Hoboken, taks 78 
cents. 
The wholesaler gets 43 cents; the 
jobber 53 cents and the retailer $1.90. 
To haul a 150-pound sack of potatoes 
1,120 miles to the New York terminal 
costs 42 cents. 
To cart it 15 miles to the 
retailer takes 62 cents. In analyzing costs 
it is found that trucks engaged in haul­ 
ing from the terminal devote only 36 
hours out of 100 to productive service. 
The balance is spent in delay at terminals 
and stores, in hauling part loads and in 
completely idle time waiting for work. 
Many conclusions looking toward rem­ 
edy might be reached from these figures. 
For one thing we must stop blaming the 
railroads for high freights unless we know 
specifically what we are talking about. 
The point of real waste is at the terminals, 
both in distribution and profits. 
Organi­ 
zation in the handling of foods has not 
kept pace with the enormous growth of 
cities, 'v\^hich offer opportunity for vast 
savings in large-scale operations.
